PROPOSED SUPPLEMENTARY 
TRADE AGREEMENT WITH CUBA 


The Secretary of State announced on 
Dec. 15, 1943, after consultation with the 
Government of Cuba, that a decision had 
been reached not to conclude the proposed 
supplementary trade agreement with Cuba 
eonecerning Which a public notice of inten- 
1.0n to negotiate was issued on October 19, 
1943. 

As announced in the public notice, the 
proposed supplementary agreement would 
have involved as the sole possible conces- 
sion on the part of the Government of the 
United States an increase in, or the sus- 
pension of, for the calendar year 1944, the 
annual customs quota of 22,000,000 pounds 
of filler and scrap tobacco of Cuban origin 
included in the existing trade agreement 
with Cuba. Decision not to conclude the 
proposed agreement was reached jointly by 
the Governments of both Cuba and the 
United States. In the case of the Govern- 
ment of the United States, the decision 
was based upon a study of the information 
presented by interested persons in written 
briefs and at public hearings held on No- 
vember 24, 1943, as well as other informa- 
tion available to the interdepartmental 
trade-agreements organization 


MEXICO PAYS CLAIMS 


The Ambassador of Mexico has presented 
to the Secretary of State the Mexican Gov- 
ernment’s check for $2,500,000 (United 
States currency) representing the second 
annual instalment due to the United States 
under the Claims Convention concluded No- 
vernber 19, 1941. 

Under the terms of the Convention, 
Mexico agreed to pay the United States 
$40,000,000 (United States currency) in set- 
tlement of certain property claims of citi- 
zeus of the United States against the Gov- 
ernment of Mexico, as described in the Con- 
vention. Payments heretofore made amount 
to $8.500.000. With the present payment of 
$2,500,000 the balance remaining amounts to 
29,000,000, to be liquidated over a period 
of years by the annual payment by Mexico 
of not less than $2,500,000 (United States 
currency). 


BRAZILIAN BOND SETTLEMENT 


The bond settlement proposed by the 
Brazilian Government is a very compre- 
hensive and broad proposal covering all the 
dollar and sterling bonds of the Brazilian 
Government, Brazilian states, and Brazilian 
municipalities, some 80 different issues. It 
was worked out by the Brazilian Minister 
of Finance, Dr. Souza Costa, in long nego- 
tiations with representatives of the Foreign 
Jjondholders Protective Council and the 
British Council of Foreign sondholders. 
The proposal is a manifestation of Brazil’s 
earnest desire to meet its foreign obliga- 
tions within the limits of its capacity. This 
Government is extremely gratified that an 


arrangement of this far-reaching and defini- 


tive nature has been reached between the 
Brazilian authorities and the representa- 
tives of the United States and British bond- 
holders. The breadth of vision and the 
spirit which have characterized these nego- 
tiations are further testimony of the friend- 
ship and understanding between the Bra- 
zilion and American peoples. 


SIGNING OF MILITARY MISSION 
AGREEMENT WITH PARAGUAY 


In conformity with the request of the 
Government of Paraguay, there was signed 
on December 10, 1943, an agreement pro- 
viding for the detail of a Military Mission 
by the United States to serve in Paraguay. 

The agreement will continue in force for 
four years from the date of signature, but 
may be extended beyond that period at the 
request of the Government of Paraguay. 

The agreement contains provisions simi- 
lar in general to provisions contained in 
agreements between the United States and 
certain other American republics providing 
for the detail of officers of the United States 
Army or Navy to advise the armed forces 
of those countries. 

It will be recalled that on October 27 a 
similar agreement for the detail of a Mili- 
tary Aviation Mission was signed by the 
Acting Secretary of State and the Para- 
guayan Ambassador. The present agree- 
ment relates to the giving of instruction in 
military science other than aviation.

the world. I hope that this 
explanation may be of 
help to the importers of 
this country, as the ways 
of the Government are not 
always very clear, and 
people do not always know 
the channels of applica- 
tion. 


The regular applica- 
tion form—W PB 2047 
is for use by American 
private importers, as well 
as U. S. Government buy- 
ing agencies and Allied 
governments. These applications should be 
made as much in advance as possible of 
the date the material will actually be 
available for loading. These priority ap- 
plications are all carefully reviewed to de- 
termine the essentiality of the import and 
the resulting priority may be made ap- 
plicable on Army, Navy, or commercial 
planes. 


Normally, priorities for privately- 

owned imports by air will be made 
applicable to commercial planes. only. 
However, in many areas of the world com- 
mercial service is not available or is in- 
adequate for the job. In that case, prior- 
ities will be established on the Army Air 
Transport Command, Naval Air Transport 
Service, or other Government aircraft. But 
priority for transportation of privately- 
owned imports on Government aircraft is 
contingent upon the filing of form GA-&822

Iexporters shipping cargo by plane which 
is essential to the war program and in 
quantities sufficient to meet only urgent re- 
quirements may request an air priority 
rating.

DUTY FREE IMPORTS OF GRAIN 
FEEDS 


Imports of certain grain feeds are 
exempt from duty during a 90-day period 
beginning December 23, 1943, under a law 
enacted by the Congress. 

The text of the Act (Public Law 211- 


78th Congress) is as follows: 

“Resolved by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
tmerica in Congress assembled, That not- 
withstanding the provisions of the Tariff Act 
of 1930, the following, when imported into the 
United States from foreign countries, and 
when entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, 
for consumption, during the period of ninety 
days beginning with the day following the 
date of enactment of this joint resolution, to 
be used as, or as a constituent part of, feed 
for livestock and poultry, shall be cxempt 
from duty: Wheat, oats, barley, rye, flax, 
cottonseed, corn, or hay, or products in chief 
value of one or more of the foregoing or de- 
rivatives thereof: Provided, That this Act 
shall not be construed to authorize the im- 
portation of wheat for milling purposes. As 
wsed in this joint resolution the term *United 
States’ means the several States, the District 
of Columbia, the Territories, Puerto Rico, aud 
the Virgin Islands. 

Sec. 2. The exemptions from duties pro- 
vided for by this joint resolution shall be 
subject to compliance with regulations to be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury.

EXPORT CONTROL— 
DECENTRALIZATION 


In the Final Declaration of the Thirtieth 
National Foreign Trade Convention, definite 
recommendations were made, particularly 
in paragraph 8, concerning government con- 
trots affecting foreign trade. 

The Council, through a group of its mem- 
bers, has been studying specific recom- 
mendations for the implementation of this 
declaration, particularly the Decentraliza- 
tion Plan. The purpose of this study was 
to present a set of fundamental principles 
in regard to Jecentralization for the con- 
sideration not only of government, but also 
of foreign trade. The basic proposals sug- 
gested are as follows: 

DECENTRALIZATION 

1, As a basic principle Wwe express the 
view that any system of export control 
which imposes greater obstacles or difficui- 
ties on imports from the United States ot 
America, than are in effect for supplies 
from other countries, is detrimental to our 
present and future trade interests vis-a-vis 
the international competition that we are 
facing. . 

2. Moreover the general application of 
any rigid procedures such as the Decen- 
tralization Plan is impractical as flexible 
controls are essential under continually 
changing conditions of demand, supply and 
shipping. It is vital that V-Day should not 
find our foreign trade burdened with cum- 
bersome or inflexible procedures, 

3 In recommending the abolishment of 
the Decentralization Vlan at the earliest 
practicable date, we emphasize that relaxia- 
tion of Decentralization must be orderly so 
as to minimize confusion and maintain con 
tinuous flow of supplies. To effectively ac- 
complish that purpose it is essential to set 
up a flexible, workable method of control 
and operating procedure Which can be 
quickly relaxed or withdrawn as conditions 
Warrant. 

416To the extent that it may be found 
necessary or advisable to retain the = [¢ 
eentralization Plan it should be confined to 
those commodities for which estimates of 
requiretnents prepared in the field, “screen 
ed” there by the Country Mission, are need 
ed by the Foreign Economic Administration 
aus au basis for adequately presenting re 
quirements and obtaining proper allocation 
of supplies and materials from the War 
Production Board 

>» One of the principal obstacles to the 
effective operation of the Decentralization 
Plan is the over-lapping of controls in the 
field and in the United States. Consignee 
control and import recommendations issued 
abroad have not resulted in effective export 
licenses nor brought forward the materials 
expected by the named importer, In many 
instances Imipeort tecommendations have 
been rendered invalid due to license con- 
trols exercised in the United States, either 
hecause the Import Recommendations were 
not in accordance with concurrent Foreign 
Keonomice Administration controls existing 
here, or were not in accordance with con-

PROCLAIMED LIST OF CERTAIN 
BLOCKED NATIONALS 


Cumulative Supplement No. 2 to Revision 
No. VE of the “Proclaimed List of Certain 
Blocked Nationals” was issued on November 
19, 1943, and is divided into two parts: Part 
Poof Cumulative Supplement No. 2 contains 
97 additional listings in the other American 
republies and 144 deletions; Part TP contains 
107 additional listings outside the American 
republics and 27 deletions. 


EXPORT PRICE CONTROL 


The Final Deelaration of the Thirtieth 
National Foreign Trade Convention, para- 
graph 9, on the United States Export Price 
Control, reads as follows: 

“The Convention strongly urges that appropriate 
United States Government representatives in’ other 
imerican republics promptly undertake a systematic 
and thorough program of publicizing to the consum- 
ing public in those countries the fact that United 
States exports are subject to an export price control. 

“Et is of importance that there be a wider appre- 
ciation throughout the other republics of this hemi- 
sphere of the sincere efforts of United States exporters 
to supply all possible necessary commodities without 
excessive price increases due to wartime conditions.’ 

The Couneil has taken this matter up 
with the Office of the Coordinator of Inter 
American Affair and the Offiee of Price 
Administration Mr. Nelson A. Rockefeller, 
Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs, ad- 
Vises that the Coordinator's Office for many 
months has been aware of the need for pub- 
licizing United States price control policies

IMPORTED FRESH BANANAS, SALES EXCEPT AT RETAIL 


The OVA regulation controlling the sale of imported fresh bananas, except at retail 
where a fixed mark-up prevails, was changed in three respects, with the probability that 
the changes would have no appreciable effect on retail prices in New York, Philadelphia, 
und Baltimore and would result in a reduction of about one cent per pound in prices in 
other cities. 

Secuuse of a larger volume of bananas entering the United States from Central 
America, O. P. A. reduced the maximum price of this fruit f. o. b. port-of-entry from $5.50 
to $5 a hundredweight. This reduction in the importer’s selling price, in line with pre- 
vious commitments of the price control agency, came after consultation with the industry. 

At the same time, ©. IP. A. announced an auctioneer’s maximum price of $1 a hundred- 
weight above the importer’s. This was done because, under the regulation as it pre- 
viously fixed prices, the return to the importer on sales throygh an auction market was 
somewhat less than for private sales of similar quantities, with the result that many 
importers cut off sales through auctioneers. This prevented small purchasers in New 
York, Philadelphia and Baltimore from obtaining the fruit. 

Contemporaneously With the second step, the mark-ups of wholesalers buying at auc- 
tion were reduced, These wholesalers had been getting 26 per cent markup on sales on 
stems and 55 per cent on sales on hands. They now will have mark-ups of 22.5 per cent 
for stem sales and 32 per cent for hand sales, 

In another change to the banana pricing regulation, Regional and District Offices of 
©. P. A. were authorized to make region-wide or district-wide adjustments in wholesalers’ 
maximum prices, not to exceed 35 cents a hundredweight, to reflect transportation costs 
where these wholesalers are outside the free delivery zone. The limitation to 25 cents a 
hundredweight will mean that there can not be any increase, in any case, in the level of 
retail prices in these communities. 

On the other hand, the change should allow communities which have not been receiv- 
ing any bananas to bring them in. 

(These changes were made under Amendment No. 4 to Maximum Price Regulation 
No, 285—Imported Fresh Bananas, Sales Exeept at Retail. The amendment becomes effec- 
tive December 14, 1943.) 


FRED ROSELIUS DIRECTOR OF FOREIGN TRADE PRICE DIVISION 


Frederick Roselius, of Great Neck, Long Island, has been appointed director of a 
newly formed Services and Foreign Trade Price Division of the Office of Price Administra- 
tion. 

This division will comprise three branches, dealing with services, restaurants, and 
import and export prices. 

Mr. Roselius has had more than 30 years’ experience as a manufacturer and merchan- 
dising counsel His broad experience particularly fits him to supervise all the three 
branches now combined in his division, Mr. Bowles said. 

Since May 1943, Mr. Roselius has been conducting his own business in New York as 
a merchandising counselor. In the previous nine yvears he was associated with the George 
A. Krug Baking Co. as assistant to the president, at the company’s main plant, in Jamaica, 
New York In this capacity, he directed the company’s purchases, advertising, public 
relations and retail store operations, 

For six and a half years prior to that, Mr. Roselius was vice-president of the John ©. 
Powers Co., New York advertising agency, for which he conducted market surveys in 
many cities in the United States and Canada for several of the largest national baking 
companies. He also acted as account executive for manufacturers of chemicals, electric 
trucks, household insecticides, paints and varnishes and a variety of other commodities. 

Before that, Mr. Roselius organized the Coffee Products Corp. serving as its treasurer 
and general manager. As part of this operation, he managed two restaurants in New York. 

Mr. Roselius operated his own selling agency, Roselius & Co. from 1921 to 1923, deal- 
ing in imported as well as domestic lines. This not only gave him a knowledge of foreign 
trade practices but particularly made him well acquainted with Latin-American conditions. 

From 1913 to 1921, Mr. Roselius was President and General Manager of the Kaffee 
Hag Corp.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—BONDING OF PASTURES FOR 
WAREHOUSING OF CATTLE OR OTHER ANIMALS DISCONTINUED 
ee A 19.1 (a), Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR 19.1 (a)), is hereby amended by 
changing the subparagraph relating to custums warehouses of class 4 to read as follows: 

Class 4.—Bonded yards or sheds for the storage of heavy and bulky imported mer- 
chandise; stables, feeding pens, corrals, or other similar buildings or limited enclosures 
for the storage of imported animals; and tanks for the storage of imported liquid mer- 
chandise in bulk. If the collector deems it necessary, the yards shall be enclosed by 
substantial fences with entrance and exit gates capable of being secured by customs 
locks. The inlets and outlets to tanks shall be secured by means of seals or customs 


locks in combination with steel chains. (T.D. 50974) 

As a result of this amendment the establishing of pastures as customs warehouses of 
class 4 for the storage of imported cattle or other animals shall not be permitted as it 
has become clear that the operation of such pastures cannot be permitted without prejudice 
to the revenue. This amendment, however, shall not preclude the entry of cattle or other 
animals for warehousing in suitable stables, feeding pens, corrals, or other similar build- 
ings or limited enclosures which have been or may hereafter be approved by the Bureau 
of Customs as customs warehouses of class 4. 

The foregoing amendment shall be effective January 8, 1944, but no bonded pastures 
shall be established during such 30-day period. 

Cattle or other animals entered for warehouse before the effective date of this amend- 
ment may remain in the bonded pastures for the statutory warehousing period, but each 
bonded pasture shall be discontinued by the Bureau of Customs promptly upon the with- 
drawal of all of the cattle or other animals warehoused therein. Collectors of customs 
shall notify the Bureau promptly as each bonded pasture becomes free of imported mer- 
chandise. 

Proprietors of bonded pastures (warehouses of class 4) shall not hereafter be required 
to execute superseding bonds on the revised customs Form 3581 in accordance with C/L. 
2393. [T.D. 50974.] 


RATION ORDER 16, OPA, MEAT, FATS, FISH AND CHEESE 


Special attention is invited to Amendment 81, effective December 1, 1943, to Ration 
Order 16, relating to the procedure to be followed by collectors when consumers import 
rationed foods but do not have the necessary ration points to surrender at the time.

FORWARDING ENTRIES TO REPRESENTATIVES OF THE U.S. TARIFF COM. 


In order to assist the United States Tariff Commission in securing information neces- 
sary for its work, collectors of customs may, upon receipt of requests from representatives 
of the Commission, forward to such representatives any entry or entries which have been 
liquidated more than sixty days prior to the date of the receipt of the request, provided 
protests have not been filed against the liquidation of such entries. The representatives 
of the Commission shall be requested to return the entries to the collector as soon as they 
shall have served their purpose.

The Foreign HMconomic Administration has udvised the Bureau that petroleum prod- 
ucts muy be exported under general license only to Iceland; that the products may be 
included in a program license if the country of destination is included in the program with 
uw petroleum quota; that in almost every case the goods exported under a program license 
will require a release certificate; but that in certain instances individual licenses are 
issued for the export of such goods to a British destination or other destination included 
under a program Where no quota has been assigned for the particular commodity in the 
country of destination. 

In view of the restrictions placed on the exportation of petroleum products by the 
Foreign Mconomic Administration, the Bureau considers that documentary evidence, sup- 
plemented by commercial samples when deemed advisable, should be required by collec- 
tors of customs in connection With petroleum products offered for exportation and that, 
if in any case such evidence is not deemed to be sufficient, samples from the particular 
should be taken for analysis. You shall be governed accordingly. [C/L.]

Reference is made to the case of the Nippon Import & Trading Co., Ine. v. United 
States, (.

CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 


Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouse or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring 
extracts; medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the 
use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol 
and articles on which processing or excise tax has been paid.

CONSULAR CERTIFICATES NOT REQUIRED FOR IMPORTATION OF 
ALPACAS OR LLAMAS, OR PARTS OR PRODUCTS THEREOF, EXPORTED 
FROM SOUTH AMERICA 


The Department of State has forwarded to this Department a copy of despatch No. 
S168, dated October 25, 1943, from the American Embassy at Lima, Peru, concerning the 
difficulties encountered by returning American residents in connection with the importa- 
tion into the United States of alpaca and llama rugs and other products of such animals. 

Your attention is invited to T. 1). 50950, dated October 28, 1943, amending T. D. 50260, 
as amended by T. DD. 50329, so as to exclude trom its Operation live alpacas from Bolivia. 
T. D. 50329 removed from the operation of the earlier Treasury decision the requirement 
that consular certificates must be presented in connection with the importation of parts 
or products of alpacas from Bolivia. The decision of October 23 was issued as the result 
of a study of the domesticated status of alpacas and llamas in the Andean countries oft 
South America. The study developed the fact that alpacas and llamas are domesticated 
and not wild animals and, therefore, not within the scope of Sec. 527, Tariff Act of 1930. 

In view of the foregoing, consular certificates shall not be required under the pro- 
Visions of section 527, supra, in connection with the importation and entry of alpacas and 
llamas, or parts or products thereof, from South America. [C/L.]

at a latter date. 

2. Bareboat Charter Agreement 

This type of agreement prevails where a vessel is owned by an Operator, and is char- 
tered to the W. A. for an indefinite period. The bills are paid in this respect in the same 
manner as the A. ! 

% Time Charter Agreement 

This type of agreement prevails where a vessel is owned by the Operator and char- 
tered by W. 8S. A. for specified time. Payment for food purchased by time charter 
owners is not made by the United States Government. Food commodities sold to vessels 
under time charter to this agency cannot be considered as having been sold to the 
United States, 

Ships’ supplies laden on vessels operating under agreements 1 and 2, supra, and on 
which drawback is claimed pursuant to the provisions of section 309(a), Tariff Act of 
1930, as amended, shall be considered as having been sold to the United States Govern- 
ment within the meaning of Bureau of Customs Circular Letter No. 2306 and Supplement 
No. | thereto. 

Ships’ supplies laden on vessels operating under agreement 3, supra, and on which 
drawback is claimed pursuant to the provisions of section 309(a), Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended, shall be considered as not having been sold to the United States Government 
within the meaning of Bureau of Customs Circular Letter No. 2306 and Supplement No. 1 
thereto.

PRELIMINARY REPORT ON PRODUCTION AND SALES IN THE JU. S. 
OF SYNTHETIC ORGANIC CHEMICALS, 1942 


The U. S. Tariff Commission issued a preliminary report on the production and sales 
in the United States of synthetic organic chemicals in 1942. The report gives the quantity 
of production and the quantity and value of the sales of coal-tar crudes, intermediates, 
finished coal-tar chemicals, and non-coal-tar chemicals. Statistics concerning certain 
intermediates, plasticizers, pharmaceuticals, and solvents are omitted from the 1942 report 
to avoid disclosure of information that might be of aid to the enemy. 

The report shows that the value of sales of all intermediates, finished coal-tar and 
non-coal-tar products amounted to 932 million dollars in 1942, an increase of 28 per cent 
over the 1941 sales, which were the highest on record. The value of sales of intermediates 
was 46 per cent greater than in 1941 and that of non-coal-tar chemicals, 41 per cent 
greater. 

Production figures are larger than those of sales because a considerable portion of 
the total output is consumed by producing companies in further processing. In 1942 the 
output of intermediates and finished coal-tar products combined amounted to 2 billion 
pounds, compared with 1.8 billion in 1941 The production of non-coal-tar chemicals in- 
creased from 5 billion in 1941 to 7 billion in 1942. Production of dyes, flavors and per- 
fumes, and coal-tar resins showed the first decrease in several vears, because of wartime 
limitations placed on the output of some types of these materials. 

The production of coal-tar crudes was much higher in 1942 than in previous years. 
Chemical raw materials from petroleum sources amounting to 194 million pounds are re- 
ported for the first time.

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IMPORT-EXPORT STATISTICS 


Exports from the United States amounted to $1,185,000,000 in October, the sixth con- 
secutive billion-dollar month of 1943, according to a statement issued by the Bureau of 
the Census, Department of Commerce. The October 1943 export total was four per cent 
below the September 1943 figure of $1,233,094,000, but 48 per cent greater than the $801,- 
382,000 total for October 1942. 

Export shipments for the first ten months of 1943 were $10,378,000,000, 29 per cent 
above the entire 1942 total of $8,036,132,000 and 63 per cent above the total for the cor- 
responding ten months of 1942, $6,376,000,000. Export totals exclude shipments to the 
United States armed forces abroad, but include lend-lease goods shipped to the United 
Nations. 

General imports (arrivals) of merchandise totaled $329,000,000 in October 1943, an 
increase of 17 per cent over September 1943 and 64 per cent over October of last year. 
Value of general imports for the first ten months of 1943 was $2,766,000,000, surpassing the 
1942 annual total of $2,742.000,000. The January-October 1943 imports figure represents a 
25 per cent increase over the corresponding period of 1942. 

Imports for consumption during October 1943 totaled $317,000,000, exceeding the Sep- 
tember 1943 figure by 13 per cent and the October 1942 total by 41 per cent. Value of 
imports for consumption for the ten months ending October 1943 was $2,799,000,000. This 
total exceeds the annual 1942 figure by a small margin and is 28 per cent greater than 
the total for the first ten months of 19429.

The Inquiry Reference Service of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce has 
issued a pamphlet under the title, “Guides for the New and Prospective Foreign 'frader,” 
which describes a number of the basic sources of information useful to foreign traders. 
It is intentionally not a comprehensive list, but the sources selected are considered par- 
ticularly helptul to those making preliminary, exploratory inquiries into the problems and 
techniques of foreign trade. 

Copies of “Guides for the New and Prospective Foreign Trader" may be procured on 
request, without charge, from the Bureau. 


PACKAGES TO U.S.S.R. 


It is now possible for individuals in the United States to send to friends and relatives 
in the U.S.S.R. packages, up to 11 lbs. in weight, by insured freight to Soviet border, thence 
by parcel post. This service is provided by the U. S, Service & Shipping Corporation, at 
412 Fifth Avenue, New York, N. Y., which has a contract with the Soviet Agency “In- 
tourist.” The American firm does no buying, and merely forwards woods sent to it for 
packing and shipment; the latter is handled on a bulk basis. Actual shipment and insur- 
ance are taken care of by Moore & MeCormack, as far as a Societ port, where packages 
are delivered to “Intourist.”. On application to the U. S. Service & Shipping Corporation, 
a circular can be obtained, showing duties and other charges that must be prepaid. The 
list of commodities it is permissible to send is long, and covers many personal needs now 
difheult to satisfy in the U.S.S.R. While the Department of Commerce assumes no respon- 
sibility for the execution of the promises of the U. S. Service & Shipping Corporation, the 
firm has been handling package business to the U.S.S.R. since February, 1941, and has 
established a reputation for delivering the goods. 


FOREIGN TRADE WITH LATIN AMERICA 


(Gieneral imports of merchandise into the United States from the twenty Latin Amer- 
ican fepublics exceeded total exports to them by $371,000,000 during the nine-month 
period ending September, 1943, according to the Bureau of the Census, Department of 
Commerce. ‘this compares with a net import balance of $221,000,000 for the same period 
in 1942. 

Significant import balances were noted for the nine-month period ending September, 
1943, in our trade with Cuba, Chile, Argentine, Brazil, Colombia and Uruguay. United 
States exports to Panama and Venezuela exceeded imports from those countries during the 
same period. 

Merchandise balances for the individual Latin American Republics continued generally 
to follow the trend of the first six months of 1943. Costa Rica which changed from an 
import to an export balance, and the Dominican Republic, which changed from an export 
to an import balance, were the only exceptions.

FEED IMPORTATIONS TO RETURN TO PRIVATE CHANNELS 


The importation of dairy and poultry feeds in Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands will 
be returned to private channels early in January, B. W. Thoron, director of the Division 
of Territories and Island Possessions, reported to Secretary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes. 

This step, which involves 2,300 tons of feed monthly, follows the announced policy of 
the Department of the Interior to return the various items now handled by the Food 
Distribution Administration to private handling as soon as possible. This policy was put 
into effect July 1, and since then a number of items have been returned. 

This action was taken following recommendations by the Trade Advisory Committee 
for Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands, which met with Department of the Interior, Food 
Distribution Administration, and Office of Price Administration officials in October to con- 
sider this proposal. The Trade Advisory Committee recommended at that time that the 
Department of the Interior contact United States suppliers of feedstuffs to Puerto Rico 
in order to determine whether they could furnish adequate supplies at reasonable prices. 

“This recommendation was acted upon, and guarantees from the United States sup- 
pliers have been received,” Mr. Thoron said, 

United States suppliers have agreed to maintain a month's reserve stockpile on the 
islands. Shipments will begin in January, and sales will begin as soon as FDA stocks 
are exhausted. FDA will ship 1,300 tons of dairy feed in January to clear up its remaining 
inventory. Control in allocating importers’ quotas will be in the hands of the General 
Supplies Administration in Puerto Rico, 


ENTRIES OF SUGAR FROM OFFSHORE AREAS THROUGH NOV. 30, 1943 


The quantity of sugar entered for consumption from all offshore areas during January- 
November amounted to 4,560,997 short tons, raw value. For the corresponding period last 
year the quantity entered totaled $3,319,595 tons. The figures are subject to change after 
final outturn weights and polarization data for all entries are available. 

A total of 229,587 short tons, of sugar, raw value, was marketed by the mainland cane 
area and 1,346,080 tons by the continental beet area during January-October, 1943, as 
compared with 191,979 tons and 1,477,811 tons, respectively, during the same period of 1942.

BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 


EXTERIOR QUARANTINES NO. 2 (COFFEE) AND NO. 7 (BANANA) REVISED 
Exterior Quarantines No. 2 and No. 7, as revised by orders of the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture and Development, dated March 19%, 1941, were amended January 11, 1948, and April 
12, 1943, respectively, by Secretarial order to read, in effect, as follows: 

EXTERIOR QUARANTINE No. 2.—COFFEE PLANTS, ete., on account of the coffee 
berry borer, Stephanoderes Coffeae Hag. (S. hampei Fen.). 

Article 1.0 An absolute (prohibitory) quarantine is hereby established on coffee plants 
and parts thereof, including beans, originating in foreign countries. 

Article 2 Accordingly, the entry of aforesaid products for consumption purposes is 
prohibited. Shipments in transit from producing countries to consumption centers will be 
permitted subject to prior approval by the Director General of Agriculture and to the 
following conditions: 

(a) Coffee shipments shall be enclosed in new bags and must be shipped in closed 
freight cars under seal. 

(b) ‘The opening of loaded cars in transit is prohibited. Should car seals be broken 
in violation of this order, the shipment will be seized and destroyed by the Director Gen- 
eral without right of indemnity by the interested parties. 

(e) The interested parties will be required to deposit a bond of 10 centavos with the 
General Treasury (Tesoreria General) for every kilogram of coffee imported under these 
regulations; said bond to be canceled upon ultimate delivery of the coffee consignment at 
the port of exit. 

Article 3% Entry of aforesaid products shall be permitted for the purpose of scientific 
investigations. 

EXTERIOR QUARANTINE No. 7.—BANANA PLANTS, ete., on account of the Panama 
disease, Fusarium cubense ik. FF. Sm. and Cereospora musae,. 

Article 1.) An absolute (prohibitory) quarantine is hereby established on all species 
of banana plants or parts thereof, including fruits, arriving from foreign countries. 

Article 2 Accordingly, the entry of aforesaid products for either consumption or 
transitory purposes is prohibited: Provided, That bananas proceeding from Guatemala may 
enter the country for transit to the United States subjeet to prescribed conditions, as 
follows:

(d) If the fruit matures or decays before its final exportation for reasons beyond 
control, such as car derailments, floods, or other mishaps of a similar nature, the Director 
General of Agriculture will order its destruction by incineration, the costs for the disposi- 
tion to be borne by the parties concerned. 

(e) The penalty for violation of aforesaid requirements shall be confiscation for im-

SHIPMENT MEXICAN ORANGES AND GRAPEFRUIT IN 
BOND THROUGH U. S. 


BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 

The eastern boundary of the zone through which refrigerator cars containing Mexican 
grapefruit and oranges may move in transit through the United States to Canada is now 
modified without increase of pest risk to permit of alternate routings for shipments of 
Mexican oranges from Laredo, Tex. Subparagraph 10 of Par. 352.9 (a) is therefore amended 
to read us follows, effective November 23, 1943: 

Par. 352.9 Administrative instructions; oranges and grapefruit from Mexico in transit 
to foreign countries via the United States. (a) Entry via ports on the Mexican border. 

* * * * 

(10) Authorized bonded rail movement: All shipments shall move in refrigerator cars 
of United States or Canadian ownership by direct, authorized rail routing in bond under 
customs seal without diversion from the port of entry to the port of exit as follows: 

Fruit entered at Nogales or Naco, Ariz., is limited to direct eastward rail routing to 
Kl Paso, Tex., after which it and all other approved fruit shall pass through the territory 
bounded on the west by a line drawn from El Vaso, Tex., to Salt Lake City, Utah, and 
Portland, Oreg., and on the east by a line drawn from Laredo, Tex., through Robstown, 
Tex., to Memphis, Tenn., on to Louisville, Ky., and due east therefrom, such territory to 
include railroad routes from Laredo to Robstown and direct northward routes therefrom. 
Movement for return to Mexico is limited to direct eastward rail routing for export 
through border ports between and including Nogales and El Paso.

FIBER SHIPPING CONTAINERS; L-317 AS AMENDED 


The operations of the limitation order with respect to cartons used for the shipment 
of alcoholic beverages, such as spirits and wines, have been discussed with the Containers 
Division of the WB by representatives of the Association. The following appears to 
cover the situation generally. Where empty bottles, new or second-hand, are delivered to 
a bottler in new cartons, such cartons are not part of the quota of the bottle dealer but 
are part of the quota of the bottler of alcoholic beverages. The restrictions apply only 
to new fiber shipping containers and there is no prohibition against the reuse of a con- 
tainer. The order provides for appeals which should be addressed to the Containers Di- 
vision of the WV’B and should carry all of the necessary information. 

Importers who are engaged in the bottling of foreign wines and spirits are reminded 
that the limitation order with respect to cartons parallels to » certain extent the limitation 
order with respect to bottles except that in the case of bottles the quotas were set at 65 
per cent whereas the quota percentage for cartons is 80 per cent, Obviously if an importer 
should obtain some relief through an appeal filed with the containers Division with respect 
to his bottle quota, such relief might not be of any real assistance unless similar action 
was obtained with respect to the quota on new cartons, and vice versa. [Letter No. 130.] 


USE OF BARRELS FOR PACKING BOTTLED DISTILLED SPIRITS OR WINES 


There follows a copy of a communication addressed to Mr. George R. Beneman, at- 
torney-at-law, Washington, D. C., by Deputy Commissioner Berkshire of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue under date of November 10, 1943, which allows the use of barrels for 
the purpose of packing bottled distilled spirits and wines—the communication gives in 
some detail the procedure to be followed and indicates that district supervisors have been 
informed of the ruling. It is possible that the shortage of cartons which may develop 
could be partially offset by the use of barrels. [Letter No, 130.] 

“Receipt is acknowledged of your letter dated November 4, 19438, requesting in view of the 
critical shortage of cartons that barrels or sacks be authorized for the packaging of bottled 
distilled spirits and wines in lieu of cartons. It is stated that sawdust, straw, paper, or other 
suitable material will be used for the protection of the bottles packaged in the barrels. 

In accordance with your request, district supervisors are being informed that rectifiers and 
proprietors of tax-paid bottling houses may use barrels for the purpose of packing their bottled 
distilled spirits and wines in the manner indicated provided such barrels are marked either by 
means of a stencil or in other permanent manner in accordance with the provisions of Regula- 
tions 11 or 15, as the case may be, concerning the marking of cases and provided the spirits 
or wines are packed in multiples of 12 bottles. In addition to the marks required by the regula- 
tions, the number and size of the bottles must be shown on each barrel. Only spirits of the same 
kind and brand may be packed in the same barrel at the time of bottling. Proprietors of 
bonded wineries and bonded storerooms may likewise use barrels for packaging bottled wines 
provided the barrels are marked and stamped in accordance with the requirements of Regula- 
tions No. 7. 

It will not be necessary to affix wholesale liquor dealer stamps to such barrels or bottled 
spirits since bulk containers are not involved. The entries in Records 45, 52, and 52D, main- 
tained by the bottlers and wholesale liquor dealers, covering the rece ipt and disposition of such 
liquors, should be identical with those required by existing regulations. 

Sacks or bags are not authorized for packaging distilled spirits or wines.”

The attention of importers is again directed to section 1.3(a) (3) of 
section excludes from the determination of net cost any increase in the foreign vendor's 
selling price or charges, including charges for transporting the item to foreign port of 
embarkation, and foreign customs charges and export taxes, which may have been im- 
posed after April 30, 1943. In other words, if the export tax on Mexican spirits has been 
increased by the Mexican Government on and after May 1, 1943, or if there should arise 
an increase in the cost of transporting the merchandise to the port of exit in a foreign 
country, such increases in costs may not be included in determining net cost as defined 
in section 1.3. 

In the filing of applications under section 1.8 for merchandise not previously imported 
in the United States in accordance with the terms of MPR 445 which defines a new item 
as one not sold prior to May 1, 1943, provision is made for the filing of certain details 
which are set forth at great length in section 1.8. The Association has discussed with 
the Beverage Section of OPA the fact that in many cases the importer filing an applica- 
tion for pricing has available only the foreign price and the amount of the desired dollar 
and cents mark-up per case. Where shipments have not actually arrived and it is impos- 
sible for the importer to supply the exact cost for the ocean freight, domestic freight, war 
risk and marine insurance, section 1.8 provides under paragraph (c) (4) for the use of 
estimates of the importer’s net cost as defined in section 1.3 and requires that each element 
of the importer’s actual or estimated net cost shall be separately stated. Importers are, 
therefore, advised that where applications are filed with OPA and estimates are used, the 
application should indicate clearly the portions of the filing which are based on estimates. 
It is further, suggested that such applications advise OPA that when the shipment has 
actually arrived and the importer is in a position to furnish the actual costs for the 
items in question, such information will be supplied to OPA promptly in the form of a 
supplementary communication. It, therefore, follows that if OPA has offered no objection 
to the filing made by the importer and if the statutory period provided by MPR 445 of 
thirty days has elapsed without the applicant being advised by letter of objection to the 
maximum prices proposed, the applicant should still file the suggested supplementary 
statement showing the exact costs of the particular brand or brands or articles. [Letter

PUERTO RICAN RUM 


Refund of taxes on shipments lost en route to the United States.—In letters No. 
110 and 111 you were advised of two communications addressed to the Association bj) 
Deputy Commissioner Berkshire of the Bureau of Internal Revenue under dates of April 
% and April 27, 1942, with respect to the refunding of United States internal revenue taxes 
which had been paid in advance on shipments of Puerto Rican rum made to the United 
States where such shipments had been lost or destroyed either before shipment from 
luerto Rico or after shipment therefrom but before it was brought into the United States 

The rulings of Commissioner Berkshire made it clear that on the production of suit- 
able evidence and the filing of the proper claim, supported by the necessary documents to 
show that the tax had been paid, the rum had been shipped, and the amount of loss or 
destruction, the United States Treasury Department would refund the amount of the taxes 
involved to the claimant who must be the person who had paid the tax. 

In other words, under the rulings made by Commissioner Berkshire, the Puerto Rican 
shipper who paid the Federal taxes in advance of shipment of the rum to the United 
States was the person to file the claims and the necessary supporting documents in case 
of loss, 

Since that time, the Commissioner of Internal Revenue has made another ruling which 
is fully covered in a letter dated October 27, 1943, and addressed to Arthur E, Muller, Esq., 
70 Pine Street, New York City. Mr. Muller is an attorney representing marine insurance 
interests. The Association has been authorized by him to reproduce the communication 
which you will find further in this letter. You will note that the Commissioner of Internal 
tevenue states clearly that a contract could be entered into by a Puerto Rican distiller 
or tobacco manufacturer Which would result in the Puerto Rican company acting as the 
ugent for the United States importer in prepaying Federal excise taxes on merchandise 
shipped to the United States from Puerto Rico. You will note further that the Commis- 
sioner suggests that such an ageney relationship be ereated by a written contract. 

It is, therefore suggested to all importers engaged in the introduction of Puerto Rican 
rum into the United States that they consider this matter carefully and consult with their 
attorneys on the advisability of drawing up contracts along the lines suggested by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue. Of course, if the insurance is carried by the shippers 
in Puerto Rico, such contracts may not be desirable. The proposed contracts should in 
clude the following provisions: 

1. The appointment of the person, firm or corporation in Puerto Rico as the agent of the 
importer for the purpose of advance payment of the United States internal revenue tares in 
Puerto Rico before shipment. 

2. The presentation of separate invoices or accounts for the tar thus paid as dis 
tinguished from the purchase price of the commodity. 

The transmission to the importer by such agents of copies of all documents establish 
ing the prepayment of the United. States internal revenue taxes. 

It is possible that if contracts are entered into satisfactory to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, the insurance underwriters would be able to determine their insurance 
rates in the light of the expected recovery. As a matter of fact some importers may de- 
sire to reconsider the terms on which they will carry insurance with respect to the value 
represented by the prepaid taxes, or whether they wish to insure such value at all. In 
considering this, however, importers should realize that a certain amount of time neces- 
sarily elapses between the filing of a claim for refund with the Government and the pay- 
ment of that claim. Some importers may find it desirable to maintain full insurance cover- 
ing the taxes to enable them to obtain prompt recovery from their underwriters or they 
may desire to carry a restricted form of insurance, Tlowever, all importers are reminded 
that where an insurance company has paid a claim for loss and subsequently a refund 1s 
obtained from the Government for such loss, the amount of the refund must be turned 
over to the insurance company. 

Another important matter to be considered is that the adoption of the processes sug- 
gested by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue which would enable the American im- 
porter to present directly claims for refund of taxes prepaid by himself or his agent, may 
result in the General Average adjusters construing more favorable the requests that this 
Association hus made time and again to the effect that the contributory value of Puerto 
tican rum imoportations should exclude the prepaid United States internal revenue taxes 
wo the ground that they would have been refundable had the shipment been lost. [Letter

TREASURY EXPLAINS NEW BOTTLE RULES 


Second-hand bottle jobbers and bottle dealers may not be designated by an importer 
or a bottler as an agent for the collection of used liquor bottles or for the operation 
of an off-premise storage place, W. H. Kennedy, Acting Deputy Commissioner of the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue has informed Harry L. Lourie, of the National Association 
of Aleoholic Beverage Importers, Ine. 

Mr. Kennedy, in explaining the Treasury Decision No. 5292 amending Regulation 13 
“Traffic in Containers of Distilled Snirits,” declares that the imuvorter is authorized 
under permit form 98 to store liquor bottles for packaging imported spirits for the pur- 


pose of direct exportation. or for delivery to another authorized importer. Also he may 
store liquor bottles used for packaging domestic distilled snirits bearing permit numbers 
to facilitate their return to the respective bottlers However, he emphasized, the 


Importer is not permitted to store new liquor bottles. 

Permits to establish off-premise storage places may be issued only. to qualitied 
bottlers or importers, Mr. Kennedy states 

Possession of used liquor bottles or other authorized containers by any person other 
than the person who empties the contents thereof, or the bottler or the importer as 
authorized, is prohibited. Since the regulations have never reauired a permit for the 
transportation of new liquor bottles from the place of manufacture to the place of 
storage or use. no permit will be required for the transportation of used liquor bottles 
from the place where emptied to the permit premises of the bottler or importer, or 
between such permit premises. 

Used bottles, he stated, mav be exported only under a permit issued bv the District 
Supervisor or in accordance with the provisions of Section 75.27 of Regulation 12
